Mecember 3.—The protocol 
armistice was signed 
late this, evening by the Turkish and 
Bulgarian delegates, the latter repre- 
senting also Servia and Montenegro. 
Prior to this there had been a long 
sitting of the Turkish council of min- 
isters to consider fresh proposals sub- 
mitted by the allics. 

Apparently the Greek delegate did 
not sign the protocol. At present noth- 
ing is definitely known on this point, 
nor of the terms of the armistice as 
revised today. 

The refusal of Greece to sign the 
armistice is susceptible of different in- 
terpretations. In the first place, as 4 
tacit armistice has been in existence 
for more than a week already, it is not 
impossible that the negotiations may 
have served to bring about an agree- 
ment on the general principles of 
peace terms, such as would promise 
the ‘speedy arrangement of a peace 
treaty when the conference meets, as 
is now expected, in London. In this 
case the fact that Greece is standing 
out from the armistice protocol would 
not be of great importance. 

Balkan Allies Split. 

In the second place the Greek ab- 
stention may mean a serious split 
among the allies, arising from jeal- 
ousies concerning the possession of 
Saloniki and the insistence of the 
Greeks on the.capitulation of Adrian- 
ople, Scutari and Janina. 

Other points. which may influence 
the situation are to be found in the 
fact that Turkey recently sought to 
conclude & separate treaty of peace 
with Greece, that Bulgaria apparently 
is not unwilling to enter into an 
alliance with Turkey and that the 
allies are desirous that Turkey shall 
enter the Balkan customs league. 

There is a rumor in Sofia that a

suggestion has been made to substi- 
-tute Rumania’ for Greece in the’ Bart- 


kan league. It seems clear from the 
report that Bulgaria will ignore the 
Greek offer to land.an army in Galli- 
poli peninsula and to send her fleet 


to attack the Dardanelles, that the re- 


lations between Greece and Bulgaria 
are greatly strained and these signs 
of dissension among the allies leave 
the situation full of dangerous possi- 
bilities. 

It is reported that France is trying 
to persuade Greece to adopt a less 
unylelding attitude. It is understood 
that the financial pressure and the ex- 
haustion of their forces had much to 
do with the willingness of Bulgaria 
and Servia to conclude peace and, in 
this respect, Greece, which gained her 
victories with less expense, is better 
able to continue hostilities. 

Why Greece Protests. 

The reason for the Hellenic objec- 
tion to-any such submission to the de- 
sires of the Ottoman representatives 
is not far to seek, according to the 
opinion expressed in diplomatic cir- 
cles. It is pointed out that it is obvi- 
ous that if the Bulgarians sacrifice 
the ultimate possession of Adrianople 
in the interests of general peace, they 
will expect tneir allies to share their 
sacrifice, and the only way in which 
this can be done is to give Bulgaria 
compensation in the shape of terri- 
tory conquered by the Greeks, Ser- 
vians and Montenegrins, and which 
they had staked out for themselves. 
Hence the wail from Athens that any 
concessions to Turkey will ‘endanger 
the fruits of victory gained by the al- 
lies—above all those of Greece and 
Ser via.” 

The bitterness of feeling between 
Gireece and Bulgaria was reflected to- 
day at the Greck legation in London. 
The Greek mifister claimed that the 
action of the Greck fleet was “the one 
decisive factor of the whole war. 
Without the presence of our ships, 


Turkey would have been able to bring. 


her best troops from Asia Minor and 
to land them at Dedeaghach and flank 
the Bulearian armies, thus rendering 
their magnificent victory quite impos- 
sible.” 

As regards the Bulgarian situation 
at Tchatalja, it appears that Greece 
more than once offered Bulagaria three 
divisions of frésh troops and the entire 
use tme Greek fleet to augment 
thie force before the Tchatalja lines, 
but received no reply.

Zanesville, Ohio, December 3.—Eight 
lives were sacrificed and five persons 
are not expected to live as a result of 
a wreck on the Pennsylvania railroad 
near Dresden, Ohio, tonight. Four 
persons were killed outright and four 
died soon after the crash in a hospital. 
The casualties occurred in the rear 
coach of a passenger train when the 
engine of another train ploughed 
through, reducing the car and its oc- 
cupants into a tangled mass of broken 
bodies and steel and timber.

A Cincinnati and Muskingum Valley 
train was following a Cleveland, Ak- 
ron and Columbus division passenger 
on the single track between Trinway 
and Zanesville. The engine of the 
latter broke down and a trainman was 
sent to flag the Cincinnati, “Muskin- 
gum Valley train but the latter was 

too close. 

The engine ploughed through the 
rear coach and completely demolished 
it. The dead and injured were all in 
this coach Several escaped by jump- 
ing. The eight who were fatally hurt 
were scalded by escaping steam. 

The accident to the C. A. & & en- 
rine was caused by a plug blowing 
out. When the other engine crashed 
into the train it telescoped the 
coach. A few of the passengers jump- 
ed out of the windows when they saw 
the engine coming, but. the others had 
no chance to escape. 
| The cries of the injured 
heard for quite a distance soon 
the crash occurred, The engine split 
the coach as if it were a large Knife. 
and the two sides fell apart, 
with them their human burdens 
dead and injured. 

The Pennsylvania railroad 
statement tonight in Which it was 
stated the first train was stopped be- 
cause of a defect in the air attach- 
ments which automatically set the 
brakes. It was said a flagman was 
sent back immediately to flag the fol- 
lowing train, but “did not: have time 
to get far enough back.”

His. wife was first to realize the peril, 
and clutching her husband by the 
arm, she jerked his body clear of the 
tracks, but not before the fiving 
wheels had crushed his right foot. 
Mr. Crowley was hurled against his 
wife, who was severely bruised and 
cut by the fall. 

Both were carried to Grady hospital 
in an auto ambulance. The injured 
man’s foot was amputated at the 
ankle. Mrs. Crowley’s injuries will 
probably confine her for a short time 
to the hospital.

JUDGE ADAMSON 
IS CALLED HOME 


By Illness of Wife, as House 
Takes Up Railway Physi- 


cal Valuation Bill. 
wall Ae. we eee rs

Washington, December 3.—(Special.) 
Simultaneous with the calling up of his 
bill for the physical valuation of rail- 
roads ,Representative W. C. Adamson, 
of Georgia, was called home today by 
a telegram announcing the desperate 
illness of his wife. 

It was with much reluctance that 
Judge Adamson returneg to Washineg- 
ton for the opening of congress, and 
he demanded of his wife’s physicians 
that they advise him instantly of anv 
change for the worse in her condition. 
That notice same this morning, and 
within two hours Judge Adamson was 
on his way south. 

The Adamson bill for the Physical 
valuation of rajlroads was the first 
legislation to be taken up in the house. 
It was taken in charge by Représenta- 
tive Thetus Sims, of Tennessee, in the 
absence of Judge Adamson. The meas- 
ure provides for not only a physical 
valuation of all interstate rail carriers, 
but an inquiry into their 
bond situation. The interstate com- 
merce commission, which heartily ap- 
proves the bill, estimates that the 
work involved will require three years’ 
time ang cost $3,000,000. 

In reporting the bill, Judge Adamson 
said: 

“The anomaly has grown up, gradu- 
ally and unconsciously, as it were, 
grown up in the courts themsélves, 
as well as in the commission, that pub- 
lic carriers are to be alloweg an in- 
come on what they owe as well as 
what they own. Nobody else in the 
world with whom we are acquainted 
is allowed that privilege.” 

It is declared further that the com- 
plaints of “millions of shippers attest 
the dissatisfaction of the people with 
present conditions. “They are entitled 
to have the truth known,” says the 
report in touching upon the great task 
which the bill imposes upon the inter- 
state commerce commission. The pnas- 
sage of the bill is urged that “the 
light may shine on all future transac- 
tions and operations of railroads as to 
physical property, stocks, bonds, 
boards of directors and financial con- 
trol.”

‘Basement Rooms Not Fit for Cattle 
and School Yards Are 
Mud Banks.” 


“Some pupils and teachers in the 
city schools are (forced to occupy 
basement rooms that are not fit to 
herd cattle in,’ said Superintendent, 
William M. Slaton to a representative 
of The Constitution yesterday in the 
freest and most complete statement 
ihe has yet made concerning Atlanta’s 
school s#stem. 

Superintendent Siaton went on to 
say that lack. of room forced the 
crowding of pupils into rooms where 
the atmosphere and Iignt were detri- 
mental to their health; that the “mud 
banks” known as school yards kept 
their feet damp and Iilkely to cause 
sickness; that many of the buildings 
were fire traps or had no fire escapes; 
that sanitary conditions in many in- 
stances were miseradle, and the 
schools ill-kept and dirty, and that 
teachers were employea who were not 
wanted and that those who were em- 
ployed were miserably underpaid. 

Had Nothing to Conceal. _— 


“The schools belong to the people,” 
he said, “and they should know all 
about them. Therefore I have nothing 
to conceal. 

“In the very outset I want to say 
that the ills complained of will never 
be cured until Atlanta has a special 
direet. taxation to suppert the. school 
system. Let that be marked down in 
big, black letters.

Blease Tells Fellow Governors 
That He Will Protect Mobs 
That Lynch Negroes

Superintendent Outlines eds ABOUT HIS MANY PARDONS 


Governor Has Freed 400 Con- 
victs in 22 Months and Ex- 
pects to Free 800 More Be- 
fore His Second Term Ends. 
Doesn’t Like the Peniten- 
tiary. 


Richmond, Va., December 3.—In the 
name of the state of South Carolina, 
Governor Blease served notice to the 
fifth annual governors’ ‘conference 
which opened here today, that lynch- 
ers of negro assailants of white wom- 
en in his state would go unpunished. 

Governor Blease warmly defended 
his use of the pardoning power, as 
well, declaring that in twenty-two 
months he had pardoned or paroled 
approximately 400 persons, and that the 
hoped the number at the end of the 
second term would be 800. 

“T have said all over the state of 
South Carolina, and I say it again 
now,” he declared, “that [I will never 
order out the militia to shoot down 
their neighbors and protect a black 
brite who commits the nameless crime 
against a white woman. 

“Therefore, in South Carolina let it 
be understood that when a@ negro as- 
saults a white woman, all that is need- 
ed is that they get the right man, and 
they who get him will neither need 
nor receive a trial.” 


Blease Justifies His Pardons. 


Governor Blease justified the use he 
had made of his pardoning power, he 
said, by conditions he had found in 
penal institutions in the state. 

“I walked through the penitentiary 
of South Carolina,” he said. “and found 
it a tuberculosis incubator where poor 
devils weresdying at their tasks, mak- 
ing money for other people; poor devils 
who had no choice but to stand and 
work or take the lash. Just the other 
day, Jim Roberts, a negro from Charles- 
ton stopped me as I .was walking. 
through and respectfully asked pet~ 
mission to speak to me. He told 
that he had been Kept in il “fos

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‘WARNING NOTE 


In the President's Message on 
Foreign Relations to Congress, 


Message Also Makes Appeal to Con- 
gress to Uplift Great Foreign 
Policies of America. 


Washington, December 3.—A note of 
warning to European powers which 
by indirect means continue to discrim- 
inate against American trade; a strong 
appeal to,the congress’to uplift the 
great foreign policies of América above 
mere questions of partisanship; a tri- 
umphant vindication of the diplomacy 
of the administration, which its charac- 
terized as that of “dollars versus bul- 
lets;’ a masterful pride in the enor- 
mous expansion of American trade as 
a result of the foreign policies of his 
administration, and an earnest appeal 
for joint action by congress and the 
executive -to open . new markets for 
American industries—these are the 
more striking ‘features of President 
Taft's fourth annual message sent to 
congress today. . 

The message is the first of a series 
of such communications which he will 
make -to congress in: the early days of 
the session, and deals entirely with the 
foreign relations of the Untted States: 
Beginning with the usual reference to 
the exfsting good relations. with’ for- 
eign powers, the president- adds that 
these have been strengthened by “hh 
greater -nsistence upon justice to 
American citizens, or interests, wher- 
ever it may have been denied, and a 
stronger emphasis of the need of mu- 
tuality in commercial and other rela- 
tions.”’ 

For the first time in its history, says 
the president, the state department has 
obtained substantially the most favor- 
ed nation treatment, from all of the 
countries of the world. Therefore, he 
says that it is only natural that com- 
petitive countries should view with 
some’ concern the expansion of our 
commerce. Hence the warning, “If in 
some instances the measures taken by 
them to meet it are not entire equi- 
table, a remedy should be found.” 


Favors Graduated Scale of Duties, 

To this end, the president strongly 
recommends the enactment of the bill 
recommended by Secretary Knox last 
December, permitting the government, 
instead of ‘mposing the full maximum 
rates of duty against discriminating 
countries, t6, apply a.graduated scaléd

per cent. aa | 

_ “Flat tariffs are out of date,” says 
the president. ‘‘Nations no longer ac- 
cord equal tariff treatment to all other 


f nations, irrespective of the treatment 


then received. It ig very 
necessary that the. American g0v- 
ernment should be equipped with 
weapons of negotiation and adapted to 
modefn’ ecénomic conditions.” 

The state department, “an archaic 
and inadequate machine,’ at the begin- 
‘ning of this ‘administration, the presi- 
dent. says, has become a new. organi- 
zation, .with highly «specialized  bu- 
reaus and experts dealing with every 
phase of American frade and -diplo- 
inacy. Holding that the essence of this 
reorganized service is found in the 
merit system, which President Cleve- 
land is credted with having introduced, 
President Taft makes a strong appeal 
to congress to make this machine per- 
manent, by giving the force of statu- 
tory law to the executive orders gov- 
erning admission to and promotion in 
the diplomatic and consular services. 

Modern Diplomacy Practiced. 

To show that these appointments are 
already largely non-partisan, the pres- 
ident points to the fact that three of 
are  hold- 
overs; that of the ten he has appoint- 
ed five were by promotion from the 
rank of minister;-that of the thirty 
ministers appointed eleven were pro- 
motions, and that in the consular serv- 
ice no less than 55 per cent of the 
consuls appointed by him were from 
the southern states. 

“The diplomacy of the present ad- 
ministration has sought to respond to 
modern ideas of commercial  inter- 
course,” says President Taft. “This 
policy has been characterized as sub- 
stituting dollars for bullets. It is one 
that appeals alike to idealistic human- 
itarian sentiments, to the dictates of 
sound policy .and.strategy and to le- 
gitimate commercial aims.” 

The president adds that

He mentions the arbitration treaties 
with France and Great Britain, which 
failed of confirmation in the senate; 
the successful .tripartite mediation of 
the Argentine Republic, Brazil and the 
United States, between Peru and Ecua- 
dor; the arbitration of the Panama- 
Costa Rica boundary dispute; the in- 
tervertion between Haiti and the Do- 
minican Republic on the verge of war; 
the suppression of the Nicaraguan war, 
the halting of internecine strife in Hon- 
duras, the adjustment of the _  cele- 
brated Tuona-Arica dispute between 
Peru and Chile, and the adjustment of 
the Peruvian-Ecuadorian boundary 
issue, 

In consequence of these things, says 
the president, there has been a general 
easing of international tension on the 
west coast of South America. He also 
adds that the diplomacy of the United 
States is active in seeking to assuage 
the remaining ill feeling between this 
country and Colombia. 

The Policy in China. 

Taking up some of the details of the 
year’s diplomatic work, the president 
refers with expressions of pride to 
China, where “the policy of encourag- 
ink financial investment to enable that 
country. to -help itself has had the re- 
sult of giving: new life and practical 
application to the open-door policy.” 
The consistent purpose has been to 
encourage the use of American capital 
in China, says the president to promote 
the reforms to which that country is 
pledged by treaty with the United 
States and other powers. There has 
been a vigorous assertion also he’says, 
of the equal right of the United States 
to -a voice in all questions pertaining 
to Chinese loans and developments. 
~President Taft ma.es the direct 
charge that the terrible -events .re- 
corded in Nicaragua recently, the use- 
less loss of life, the devastation o1 
property, the bombardment of the 
principal cities, the killings and the 
tortures and suffering, “might have 
‘been averted had the department of 
state, through app val of tne loan 
convention by the senate, been per- 
mitted to carry out its now well-G:2- 
veloped policy.

Monroe Doctrine Still Vital. 

While they are the immediate bene- 
ficiaries, the profit to the United 
States is two-fold, he adds. The Mon- 
roe doctrine is more vital in the neigu- 
borhood of the Panama canal, and such 
countries should be _ relieved of the 
jeopardy of heavy foreign debts likely 
to provoke international complications. 

The financial rehabilitation of these 
countries by American bankers and 
the protection of their customs houses 
from being the prey of would-be dic- 
tators, says the president, would re- 
move the menace of foreign creditors 
and revolutionary disorder. Further- 
more, the United States would profit 
largely ina business way through the 
development of the great natural re-

These embrace dealings between Judge 
Archbald and railroad. officials ani 
other in regard to Pennsylvania coal 
or “‘culm’’ dumps and coal lands; con- 
tributions by attorneys and others to 
the judwe’s vacation trip to Europe 
in 1910: reputed “secret” correspond- 
ence by the judge with a rallroad at- 
torrey concerning a pending case, and 
alleged attempts to have notes payable 
to Judge As#hbald discounted by at- 
torneys and litigants before his court. 
The principal charge gtew out of the 
Katydid culm bank deal. In this charge 
if was asserted that while the Erie 


owned that company, to agree to sell 
the coal company’s interest in the 
Katydid dump to Judge Archbald and 
Edward J. Williams. 

Another prominent charge was that 
Judge Archbald undertook for a con- 
sideration to assist George M. Watson, 
an attorney of Scranton, Pa., to settle 
a reparation suit brought by the Ma- 
rion Coal company against the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road company, and to sell for C. G., 
Boland and W. P. Boland, a large por- 
tion of the stock of the Marion Coal 
company to the railroad. 

Greed for Money Alleged. 


“The testimony in the whole case will 
tend to support the charge of mis- 
behavior in the conduct of Judge Arch- 
bald,’ said Representative Clayton. 
“He has shown an abnormal and un- 
judgelike desire to make money by 
trading with railroads and their sub- 
sidiary companies.” 

He declared “Judge Archbald’s sense 
of morality had beco.ne deadened.”’ 

“He has prostituted his high office 
for personal profit in an attempt to 
make gainful bargains with present or 
possible litigants before his court. 
He has commercialized his potentiality 
as a judge,’ concluded Mr. Clayton. 

A. S. Worthington, taking up the de- 
fense of Judge Archbald, declared the 
jurist had not committed “an offense 
punishable by law,’ and that the house 
managers had not presented -a case 
against him that- could justify convic- 
tion by the senate.

About 1,800 delegates gathered for 
the business sessions and lirtened to 
the reading of papers by E. C. Weis- 
gerber and R. F. Pierce Tuesday after- 
noon. Spirited discussions followed the 
reading of both papers, in which many 
points in gas sale and management 
were debated and a number of new 
thoughts brought forth the advantage 
of the gas men.

There is a smal) louse that seldom 
remainonthe body of the fowls, but 
lives in tue cracks and «-evases of the 
roosts and other places about the 
chicken houses. It comes out at 
night, gets its rations, crawls back 
to its hiding place, and sleeps until 
its prey retufns, gets another meal, 
and then ‘goes to sleep again. 

The other louse makes its home on 
the body <«f the fowl. This is the 
largest of the chicken louse family, 
and one of the worst enemies in the 
louse line that poultrymen have to 
contend with. If they ever sleep, or 
take any time off, «r a let-up on their 
has ever discovered it. 
They are always “Johnnie on the 
spot.” 

They do less. injury to a strong, 
healthy fowl than they do to a poor, 
weak chicken. On a poor chicken they 
astonishing rapidity, 
making it well-night impossible for 
the fowl to regain its strength . atil 
they are removed from their bodies. 

Now there are some things about 
mites that folks wWho are not fully 
posted do not know. Everybody that 
ever bred chickens knows that they 
are a pest, but how they breed and 
where they originate, few peoplé— 
other than the poultrymen—are_ in} 
blissful ignorance. These people, some 
beautiful, bright spring morning 
go into the fowl ‘house perhaps to 
gather the eggs, then go back into 
their houses and be.‘in to itch all over.

WANTED ABROAD 


American Exports Have In- 
creased 170 Per Cent in 
Last Fifteen Years.

December 3.—American 
exports of cotton manufacturers have 
increased 170 per cent in the last fit: 
teen years und are growing, while im- 
ports of cotton manufacturers have in- 
creased 120 per cent during the same 
Period. Statistics of the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce an- 
nounced today, show the imports this 
year will approximate $7,000,000. The 
exports probably will exceed $50,000,- 
000 Imports are coming in at about 
the same-rate as in 1910 and °-1911, but 
exports are rapidly increasing. 

The United States, producer 
per cent of the world’s cotton, exports 
two-thirds of production, chiefly 
. Kngland, Germany, France and oth- 

* European countries, from which the 
United States in turn imports large 
quantities of cotton manufacturers, 
mostly of higher grades. European as 
yet takes only a very small propor- 
tion of American manufactured cot- 
tons. China ranks first as a market 
for American cotton cloths, though ex- 
ports to China this year are consider- 
ably less than .in earlier years. 

American clothing and kKnit goods 
are exported chiefly to Canada and 
the United Kingdom. Practically ev- 
ery civilized cuountry is represented in 
the list of communities to which 
American cotton goods are exported, 
and while in some cases the totals are 
relatively small they are sufficient in 
size and growth to give promise of 
future expansion. 

In exportation of 
turers the United States, 
steady progress, is far behind certain 
industrial countries of Europe. Up 
this time American cotton manufactur- 
ers have been chiefly occupied in sup- 
plying the home market, only a small 
part of domestic production entering 
into national trade.
